Jere Caples died last night as he had 
lived, full of beer and surrounded by his 
stolen booty and his thieving pals. 

He was murdéred in “Snake’’ Kenney’s 
saloon, Second and Carr streets, by Will 
Gegel, an ex-convict. The rest of the gang 
including the dead man's brother, protected 
the murderer in his escape and he is now 


at large. 

For hours after the crime was commit- 
ted the police were in the dark as to wheth- 
er Caples met hig death by accident or 
murder. His cron claimed that he had 
accidentally each telling iden- 
tically the eam Third District 
men knew thé tale was a lie, but even after 
locking. the whole crowd up they could 
force nothing from them until Detectives 
McGrath and O'Connell learned from out- 
eide sources that Gegel was the murderer. 
Then they all confessed to the truth, but 
refused to tell the cause of the quarrel. 


Kenney’s saloon is one of the toughest 
dives in’ St. Louls. For a long time it has 
been the resort of the most netorious 
thieves who haunt Capt. Joyce’s district

With the object of making the compar- 
ison as fair as possible, let us take the 
three oldest and most prosperous of the 
Western States—Ohio, Indiana and IIII- 
nois. The first of these has 850,164 voters 
and 85,614 depositors—one depositor to 
every ten voters. The next, Indiana, has 
564,394 voters, and 16,127 depositors—one 
depositor to thirty-four voters; and the 
third. Illinois, has 873,646 voters, and 
84,861 depositors—one depositor to eleven 
voters. 

Now take the first three and least 
wealthy of the Northeastern States— 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont— 
and we find that the firet has 38,911 more 
depositors than voters. In the second, 
New Hampshire, there are 89,329 voters 
and 174,654 depositors—two depositors to 
every voter. In the third, Vermont, there 
are 55,787 voters and 89,116 depositors— 
33,328 more depositors than voters. Every 
voter in the State has, on an average, | 
$305 on deposit in a savings bank, and 
33,328 persons who are not voters, pre- 
sumably women and children, are in the 
same comfortable condition. Yet there 
is not a single large city in either ot 
these three Northeastern States, and the 
populations of all three put together is 
less than that of a single city in Illinois. 

When we make the comparison be- 
tween the wealthiest of the Northeastern 
States and the new and least wealthy of 
the Western States, the disproportion 8 
prodigiously increased. 

Massachusetts has 391,028 voters and 
1,189,936 depositors—three depositors to 
every voter—showing that all the voters 
and twice as many women and children 
beside have an average deposit of $330 
each in savings banks, to say nothing of 
the very large number of persons who 
have deposits in National banks, State 
banks and trust, companies in addition. | 
Rhode Island has 53,168 voters and 
142,492 depositors—more than twice as 
‘many depositors as voters. 

Connecticut has 164,360 voters and 331.- 
061 depositors—twice as many depositors 
as voters. 8 
Even in the populous State of New 
York depositors outnumber voters by 
274,987. 

But how insignificant is the showing 
of the newer Western States in this 
compärison— Wisconsin only one depos- 
itor to 370 voters; Iowa one depositor to 
60 voters; Minnesota one depositor to 60 
voters; while the States of Missouri, Kan-

Declaration of the Transmississipi 
Commercial Ceugress. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 28.—The Transmissis- 
sippi Commercial Congress has adjourned. 
The event of the closing session was the 
adoption of a resolution which declared for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver on 
a 16 to 1 basis. The vote was 50 for gold to 
7 for silver. W. J. Bryan led the friends 
of the white metal and J: L. Webster of 
Omaha led the opposition. The debate was 
spirited and was participated in by most of 
the delegates. This is the resolution: ~ 

“Whereas, An appreciating money stand- 
ard impairs all contracts, bankrupts enter- 
prises and suspends the productive forces of 
our people; and 

“Whereas, The spoliation consequent upon 
the outlawry of silver is in the interest of 
the creditor class by constantly increasing 
the value of gold, which is undermining 
all industries; therefore 

Resolved, That we demand the immo- 
diate restoration of free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver at the present ratio 
of 16 to 1, without waiting for the aid or 
the consent of any other nation, such gold 
and silver coin to be alike a full legal ten 
cer for all debts, public and private.“ 

Mr. Bryan asked unanimous consent to 
introduce the following memorial in behalf 
of the Nebraska delegation: 

“Whereas, We believe that an exposition 
of all the products, industries and civiliza- 
tion of the States West of the Mississippi 
River, made at some central gateway where 
the world can behold. the wonderful e - 
bilities of these great wealth-producing 
States, would be of great value, not only 
to the Transmississippi States, but to all the 
home-seekers in the world; therefore beit 

„Resolved, That the United States Con- 

ress be asked to take such steps as may 
„% necessary to d a Transmisesissippi ex- 
position in Omgha during the months of 
August, September and October, in the year 
1898, and that representatives of such States 
and Territories in Congress be requested to 
favor such an appropriation as is usual in 
such cases to assist in carrying out this en- 
terprise.”’

PUTTING UP RATES 


The Price for Stecrage on Atlantic 
Steamers te Be Advanced. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—A loca] paper says: 
Before Dec. 4, when an agreement which the 
Continental steamship lines have just rat- 
ified goes into effect, an increase in steer- 
age rates will be announced. This is prob- 
ably one of the most important steps ever 
taken by the steamship companies to- 
ward the organization of a cast iron pool. 

It is the forerunner of a scheme, accord- 
ing to a well informed steamship man, to 
advanee first and second-class rates of 
trans-Atlantic travel as well. It is a pooling 
of issues similar to the recently formed 
railroad combination in which competition 
is put ot of the question ahd the profits 
of the companies interested are increased. 

Thus far only the American, Anchor, Cu- 
nard, Allan, State and White Star lines 
are interested in the pool. It is understood, 
however, that overtures will be made to the 
remaining trans-Atlantic lines, and already 
the question of a universal formation has 
been placed before these lines. 

The steerage rates of travel on vessels 
from this port will be placed at an almo 
prohibitive figure. That is, where it -for- 
merly cost from $10 to $26 to travel on these 
steamers, the rate will be raised to from 
$30 to $34. This is within a few dollars of 
the second-class rates on these steamships. 

Those vessels eligible for the second-class, 
in which the steerage rates have been fig- 
ured on at @ decrease of from three to five 
dollars from the first-cless rate, are such 
craft as the Umbr and Etrurie of the 
Cunard line, Adriatic and Britannic of the 
Whice Ste: Line and Chester of the Amer- 
ican Line. The rate on these vessels wil! 
be not less than $27, which is much higher 
than the existing steerage rate on any trans- 
Atlantic line 4

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KILLED BY K. BOY. 


Fred Bowenkamp Caned a Youngster 
for Snowballing and Met His Death. 


Frederick Bowenkamp, a cigar dealer at 
$327 Faston avenue, chastised a youngster 
for pelting him with snowballs and the 
young man retaliated by hitting him with a 
brick and killing him instantly. The youth- 
ful murderer is unknown. 

Two boys are under arrest at the Third 
District Station, the older of them is sus- 
pected of having been Bowenkamp’s as- 
gailant, but there is no evidence against 
either of them. A youngster named New- 
bold is suspected of having killed Bowen- 
kamp, but the police are unable to locate 
him. 

The killing occurred in ** of Bowen- 
kamp's store at 4 o’clock Wednesday af ter- 
noon. A boy about 16 years old, wearing 
light trousers and a black coat and hat en- 
tered Bowenkamp’s place and shortly af- 
terwards came running out, followed by 
Bowenkamp, who held a heavy cane behind 
his back. When the boy reached the side- 
walk he stopped and Bowenkamp ran to 
where he was standing. Then the old man 
suddenly raised hie cane and struck the 
youngster on the top of the head. There 
was a yell and then the boy disappeared 
around a corner. But he came back in a 
jiffy, garrying a brick, which he hurled at 
Bowenkamp. It struck the old man over 
the heart and he fell to the ground. The 
boy ran up Easton avenue to Grand, where 
he turned north and disappeared; Several 
people witnessed the affair and two Of the 
epectators, Joseph Sporing, 3515 Cook ave- 
nue, and John Lozer, 3147 Clifton place, ran 
to where Bowenkamp was lying. They 
picked him up, carried him into his cigar 
store and summoned Dr. H. C. Dalton, who 
pronounced the old man dead, The body 
was taken to the Morgue where an inquest 
will be held Friday morning. 

When the police learned @& the 2 
they arrested William Hickey, 16 years ol 
of 2607 Case avenue, on suspicion of having 
thrown the brick. William Larkin, 13 
years old, of 3111 Easton avenue, was also 
locked up on suspicion of having been in 
company with Bowenkamp’s slayer. Both 
boys say they witnessed the killing, but 
deny having had anything to do with it. 

They say thata well-d lad, in com- 
pany with a youngster, had been bothering 

Zowenkamp all afternoon by snowballing 
his customers. Finally the elder boy went 
into Bowenkamp’s store. The quarrel and 
killing resulted. Everybody who witnessed 
the killing says that Bowenkamp’s aseail- 
ant was quite well dressed. On this account 
the boys now under arrest are not thought 
to be the right parties. 

Capt. Joyce of the Third District will 
hold them, however, pending action by the 
Coroner. 

Bowenkamp was a widower, 55 years old, 
and boarded at 3128 Easton avenue. His 
nephews, August and Gustav Bowenkamp, 
living at 3735 Lee avenue, will take charge 
of the remains.

Of Great Antiquity, It Retains Its Hold 
in Popular Favor. , 


The finger ring as an ornament, as a 
token of honor or affection and as a stamp 
of authority is of great antiquity. When he 
exalted Joseph and proclaimed him ruler 
over all Egypt, “Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand and put it upon Joseph's 
hand.” So also when’ King Ahasuerus ad- 
vanced Haman he placed his ring on his 
hand, taking it back when Haman was dis- 
graced, and bestowing it upon his successor, 
Mordecai. And when Ahasuerus sent proc- 
lamations to his 127 provinces from India to 
Ethiopia, they were “sealed with the King’s 


ring. * 

Not only was the finger ring in vogue 
thousands of years ago, but the precious 
stones af the Nineteenth Century were 
those prized in those days. The ruby, topaz, 
carbuncle, emerald, sapphire, diamond, 
agate, amethyst, onyx and jasper were the 
stones to be put in the ong 8 of judg- 
ment referred to in Exodus (B 1500).
